the news to the First Lady just 
after she awoke in her hospital 
room. 


The doctor then placed Mrs. 
Kennedy under a mild sedation, 
it was disclosed. Mrs. Kennedy 
then slept until her husband ar­ 
rived a few hours later. 


Press Secretary Pierre Saling­ 
er said that under the circum­ 
stances Mrs. Kennedy’s condition 
was “satisfactory.”

His special flight landed here at 
7:10 p.m. (12:10 p.m. EDT) af­ 
ter a day of inform al, shirtsleeve 
talks with the vacationing Soviet 
leader at G agra on the R ussian 
Riviera. 
Soviet Foreign M inister Andrei 
Gromyko arrived with him. 
Rusk started his day early at 
K hrushchev’s vacation villa after 
spending the night 
in a nearby 
governm ent g u e s t house with 
m em bers of his party. 
The Soviet prem ier, in obvious­ 
ly good spirits, introduced Rusk 
and his party to m em bers of his 
fam ily and even suggested that 
they take a swim in his heated 
pool before getting down to se­ 
rious discussions. 
Some of K hrushchev's g ran d ­ 
children rom ped on the lawn in 
front of the house.

half naked in the brilliant sun­ 
shine and 90 degree tem perature.

Appeal Made 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Rep. 
James A. Haley, D-Fla., Thurs­ 
day appealed to the Army Corps 
of Engineers to speed up con­ 
struction of replacement homes, 
roads and schools for Seneca In­ 
dians who were displaced by Kin- 
zua Dam. 


The corps is building the dam 
on the Southwestern New York- 
Northwestern Pennsylvania Bor­ 
der. Many Indians must move be­ 
cause about 10,000 acres of their 
reservation will be flooded. 
A bill pending before the House 
Interior subcommittee would au­ 
thorize the acquisition and the 
payment 
for flowage 
casement 
and right-of-way over the Indian 
territory. 
“ You have less than one year 
to accomplish all these things,” 
Haley told the corps at a sub­ 
committee hearing. “ The dam is 
expected to be completed in 1965.” 
Doney W. Hart, chief of legis­ 
lative services for the Corps of 
Engineers, said “ We hope to have 
the area cleared within 15 months 
and the people paid. We have the 
money in our budget to pay for 
easements so these people can be 
paid for resettling."
